tribe. This may be an experi- 
ence you'll enjoy; but chances 
are you will find it just the 
reverie. The Ebalas are a 
strange, out-of -place tribe 
there in the heart of Africa* 
They do not react to form. 
They are misfits. 

Perry Scott discovered the 
Ebalas about a year ago, on a 
mission for the British govern- 
ment. Perry was particularly * 
fortunate in his meeting. At the 
time, old U-balla, the chief, had 
been murdered, He had been 
murdered by his stalwart son, 
Gan.

"You will drink this, ,f said ' 
the medicine man, handing the 
potion to the accused man. The 
latter took it gingerly, his eyes 
rolling. 

"Drink it/' said the sacred 
man. "And if you are not the 
murderer, then you will feel no 
ill. If you are the murderer, 
then great pains will seize you 
in the belly. Drink!"
